Schrade and other critics say 
evidence suggested a second gun- 
man was involved. Sirhan Sirhan 
was convicted of murdering Rob- 
ert Kennedy and is serving a Me 
prison sentence. He claims to have 
been the lone assassin. 

The grand jury, in dismissing 
the request, said the matter had 
been investigated several times by 
various agencies and no new evi- 
dence had been uncovered. < , *
